Agamemnon 
was played by Prof. R. A. MacLean, 
Clytmnestra by Miss Agnee James, 
Ipblgenla(Queen of Agamemnon) by 
Miss A. Muriel Wilson, Calobas (a 
priest) by Pi-pf. T. H. Matthews, tho 
part of a slaVe being taken by Mrs. 
Wilson Irwin: The play was ex- 
cellently ^ted. 

"Pious Aeneas," starring Prof. S. B. 
Slack and Miss. Marjorle Spier, and 
Introducing Prof. T. U. Matthews as 
a sailor, drew prolonged applause 
and greatly amused the audience. 
Prof. Slock made the most of his part, 
which was a comic one. His distress 
as a husband trying to get away from 
his wife was vividly pôrtrayed.

Rene du Roure, was enthusiastically 
received. The plot centred around 
the return, of Ulysses after ten years' 
absence, and detailed bis dissatisf ac- 
tion with everything . in. the bouse, 
and with bis wife PgMËtomjâatwtrayed 
by Mile. Touren. ^mciSPSuurmed by 
the friend of his wife, Thaano, played 
by Miss King, and makes a rendez- 
vous with her for the very evening 
of hjs return. Penelope very philo- 
sophically takes up, ber . embroidery 
and lets bim go. Thé action of this 
play is quite I'nteresttag. The four 
actors do unusually well. There 
seems to be less restraint in this 
pleylet than.ln the two preceding 
oi^es, and there, is certainly more act- 
ing done.

Whe.i one considers the influence for" good which dormitories have 
had and are having at large American universities, it is readily seen 
that their advent in McGill will be the mark of some far-reachingf 

r: changes. î ^•«. ' . j 

: 4- ^ The majority -pf' McGill men conle from outside of IVlontireal and 
''■ Tll'deed from outside of the Province of Quebec. They arrive At Mc- 
.Gill As total strangers and do their best to secure the best accommo- 
W'^i^on which Jocal lodging houaes can furnish. This is at no time 
• t jio;ea»for its unrivalled excellence. In fact many students live in 
j- ,4]^,rbôms which are neither sanitary j nor comfortable and which are 
scattered over a wide area of the city. " Adequate dormitory accom- 
modation would remedy a great many evjls which at present cannot 
but be deplored. In the first place the average comfort of the stu- 
dents would be increased a hundred fold. Imagine how much better 
it would be to have undergraduates in regular dormitories! Each 
.ind every one would enjoy a high standard of comfort at the lowest 
> .possible cost. Sanitary principles would be applied in every detail 
80 thar student health could be most effectively giiarded. Working 
'(fe in immediate conjunction with the Union, dormitories would supply 
students with a new yet necessary range of wants. 

At this particular time, when we arc doing our utmost to incul. 
catc a live and wholesome ".IWcGill spirit"," or rather to awaken this 
spirit to an ever-present consciousness of itself, dormitories will mean 

Éjg^reat deal. Esprit de corps and all that goes with it will be inten- 
riéd'and stimulated to a dcRrcc far beyond any present idea. With 
, ,^_.udcnis living in llorniitories there will be 'B real community of iii- 
^ terest, and a far closçr bond of fellowship thin has ever been the case 
before. 

■Such a condition of affairs leaves no room for sectional prejudice 
or self-contained cliques. Unify- absolute and untrammelled — this 
Is an essential attribute to u McGill spirit of a lasting and tangible 
qliaUty. At the bottom of the devotion and -seriousness of -college 
. spirit rests that vital principle — the utter absence of localism or 
"small mindedness." McGill is not as honey-combed with this sort 
r' of thing, so much as many other colleges, yet there is ground for im- 
provement right here. Dormitories arc the key to the situation. 
They solve the difficulty. As a means of drawing McGill men into 
clpser contact with one another— as a. means of creating a concrete 
'^iintt definitely moulded public sentiment amongst the undergraduates 
—dormitories will be of imtneasurable value. 




THE ANNUAL SCARE 

, The season of the mid-terrn exams is fast approaching, and the 
iQen who are unlucky enough to have allowcil a targe quantity of "back 
work" to accumulate during tho first months ol college arc beginning 
to ctst.anxious glances at the calendar. Perhaps, on second thoughts, 
tre should do better to substitute the word "careless" for "unlucky" 
in the previous sentence. It is really difficult to see any reason other 
than a total disregard gf plain facts for the negligence displayed by 
so many undergraduates up to the time when the exams come to 
]tartle tbem out of their apathy. 

■> Apart from a few men who have undertaken work in connection 
with student activities, which claim a major portion of their time, with 
tlie Inevitable result that their academic work shows a definite falling 
off, the ones who feel apprehension at the near approach of the test- 
ing-period have little claim upon our sympathy. It is impossible that 
any student at McGill should be ignorant of the certain consequences 
of the neglect of work which is so prevalent, particulariy among the 
first year men. 

In spite, however, of the frequent warnings uttered by those who 
bave had some experience in the matter, it is* quite certain that, as in 
"Other years, there, will be a number of undergraduates to whom tkc 
results of the exams will come as a distinct shock. There are always 
men to be found in every walk of life who require practical demon- 
•strations before they are willing to accept anything; but at college, 
in connection with the exams at any rate, it is much the wiser course 
to realize at the start that. since we come here to get an education.

And on« 
of the latest that has been added to 
the group is one, of tlie most appeal- 
Ing, both because of the work Itself, 
and because of ihe gratification that 
comw with worth-Ti-hilo a:-hlevenient. 
It Is the avenue of •'coinmiinlty ser- 
vice." 

Maeiterllnck has said that "it is 
the way. tn wljlch JiQurs of freedom 
are spent that 4etQr'ni.l.Pf9, na. much 
as war and lalwr, th* moral worth of 
a nation." Thf lelmire time is enor- 
moualy poteinl, for good or for 111. 
And It Is the purpoiw of this new 
movement, Cammunlty Service, to 
b«nd It to the former. lia aim la to 
organize the roraniunlly for play — to 
give the menibors. In other words, 
such direction as will enable them to 
make the most of those precious 
leisure hours wherein . their spirits 
may expand and their personoJitlee 
flourish and grow vigorous. 

Thanks to the labor-saving rievicos. 
and legislation, the-tweiity-ifour hotirs 
of ea<!h dsy are generally divided into 
three equal periods— for labor, for 
recreation and for r«»t. Days gone by 
provided for the first and for the 
third, but took no cognizance of tJie 
fundamental Important* of the 
second. To-Uay, however, the term 
recreation is being analyzed hack to 
Its essential and literal meaning, and 
the process Itself recognized as Indeed 
an Instrument of "re-crcatlon" that 
cannot bo overlooked. 

This new uaderstanding, together 
with the unprecedented condit4ona 
under which modorn humans live, has 
created a -wide field for apeclalized 
workers wiho will give proper direc- 
tion to tho re-creative actlvlttea. it 
has thus eEtablieihed a new profession 
for earnest and iiitelllgent men and 
women anxlotis for a constructive 
part In ■hiunani'ty'.'i progress. 

Not only have the people of to-day, 
taken en masse, more free tirae, but 
they have also more money and more 
temptations and a wMcr v>ision which 
results in more Insistent demands on 
life. ' They live surrounded by com- 
mercialized amuEeinente. Tbcatrçe, 
pool-rooms, race tracks, dance halls, 
baMtmil games, oabarots and sundry 
other places of diversion are run in 
great numbers wiiih a keen eye to 
profit, and a .htt.6:r-mi8s attitude in 
the matter of tbéjr réactions upon 
their patrons. 

All these things, are well enough 
In their way, and within their limits; 
but (with the exception of the dapce 
hail and the pool-room, both often 
questionable in their moral tone) 
they provide purely passive forms of 
recreation, and are therefore not adé- 
quate for the full rwsréàtlonal neëdn 
of the individual. These needs in- 
TOlve activity as well. ' A warning 
has been sounded that the American 
nation is lit danger of becoming a 
people of "bloacherltefl," not only as 
regards the great Atncrloan gam«, but 



pc'te for victory at the Wg game 
parks. 

T^e individual as an alert specta- 
tor gains much'. But, the individual 
as a parUclDant gains more. A nation 
of participators ist bniir.d to be a 
ptronser. i.Mie vital unit than ;i na- 
tion of lof)kors-on. Tho capacity to 
do Is sttvngthened by doing. Observ. 
Ing Is contributory; but performing 
is the main source of growth. 

There is an unique satisfaction in 
the more doing of a thilng. .Most peo- 
ple, would prefer to be actx)rs mthtir 
than observers, but facilities are not 
always at hand, and they do not know 
how to arrange them on their own 
initiative. 

Enter at this point. — Community 
Service. \ts task Is to clear up thé 
bewilderment and to provide the 
facilities. Or, rather. It directs the 
conununlty In providing its own 
facilities. And right In this dUUnc- 
tion Is tho T«al value of the work. 
C'omraunlty Service is not something 
superimposed upon a community. It 
la a structure built by the community 
Itself. 

Whot a city manager ia to the civic 
llfo of a community, the community 
service director Is to the leisure time 
llfo of a oommunlly. He (or she) Is 
a cousultaot and an advisor. He has 
an opportunity to give conciseness 
and direction to wihat might be other- 
wise the fumbling and tentative 
movp.s of community members who 
would bring to bear upon their work 
raonn of entbusiasm thain of experi- 
ence. 

the director's interests cover the 
entire field of community recreation. 
His Imagination Is confronted with no 
less a task than helping his mulU- 
mooded constituency to evolve a sat- 
isfactory leisure time programme to 
occupy onc'third of their life-day 
hours. And he may »lgih for other 
worlds to conquer when he shall have 
organized thooo forces at hand In his" 
community which will translate such 
plans into realltlee. His working 
days are crowded with the details of 
planning, of promoting and of financ- 
ing euoh activities as community 
singing, community drama, pageantry, 
dancing, and aU of that long list of 
ev«r varying ocUvMiies that come 
under tihe general heading of oiitdoor 
and of indoor sports. 

It can at onoe bo seen that such a 
profession offers an acceptable in- 
vitation to oandldatea of many tem- 
peraments and with diversified chan- 
nels of Interest. Tlie work may be in 
rural oommunitles, or in special dis- 
trict» of larger cities. But wherever 
It is, it challenges all of the latent 
powers of the worker and brings him 
Into contact with many people.
